ed and was of unsound mind. 
This in 
face of a letter from J udge Crabtree, 
the trial judge, stating that Harris had 
a fair trial. If he was of unsound mind 
why should he be sentenced to prison 
for life for a crime for which he was 
not responsible? 
One would think that 
an asy lum would be the proper place 
for an insane man. 
The plea that he 
was not properly defended is based on 
the fact that he was put on the stand 
by his attorney s to establish 
his own 
insanity , and under the skillful croas- 
questioning of States Attorney Heard, 
his testimony established the opposite 
in the minds of the jury . 
The defence 
found it absolutely necessary to show 
that he had no recollection of the oc­ 
currences of the murder, and they 
could not prov e thiH ex cept by his own 
testimony , .and further, his attorney 
knew just how slim the defense of in- 
r-anity was, and ho knew also that the 
best chance ho had to sav e his client 
from hav ing the death sentence pio- 
nouneed upon him was to get before tin- 
jury the contents of the so-often-spok- 
en of letter, and then appeal to their 
chiv alry to be merciful to the man who 
had killed the slanderer of his wife 
and who tried to disrupt the home re­ 
lations of the prisoner. 
Harris was 
the only person who could 
form the 
connection between Ben gel and the 
letter. They simply had to put him on 
tin* stand and take the chances of his 
undergoing cross-ex amination. ” 
Mistake or no mistake, the cross-ex ­ 
amination of Harris killed tie- defense, 
anil after ho had finished and retired 
from the stand, 
he for the first time 
seemed to realize the grav ity of his po­ 
sition. 
He had told his story , but it 
had made no impression. 
On the other 
hand he had tied the rope around his 
own neck. 
His appearance changed 
after that, he had lost faith in his own 
effort to conv ince the jury that he was 
innocent of deliberate, malicious raur 
dor, and that belief had taken the 
place of courage, and his fear of death 
showed in ev ery inov emnet. 
If Harris had been predisposed to in. 
sanity , the strain to which ho has been 
subjected during and since the triu', 
one would think were enough to unbal­ 
ance his mind: but the insanity dodge 
hav ing once more performed its office, 
we hear nothing more of it. 
Th<- story of the crime 
is 
ho 
well 
known that wc will not recount the par­ 
ticulars. 
Suffice it to say that Harris 
had a grudge against Chas. Bcngel, 
w hom he believ ed to hav e slandered 
himself and his wife. 
Hi? took sev eral 
drinks of whiskey , and with a rev olv er, 
and accompanied by a friend, went 
hunting for Bongel, whom he found 
and shot through the le-art. 
What­ 
ev er the prov ocation, it was as cold­ 
blooded a murder as was ev er com­ 
mitted: and when such crimes fail- 
through some legal technicality —of ro- 
'eeiv ing merited punishment, 
we euri 
» carecely wonder—no matter how w*- 
may deplore the 
fact—that 
J udge 
Ly nch sometimes steps in and tragical­ 
ly end- the culprit’s life. 
The news of his commutation 
was 
carried to Harris in jail by his wife, to 
whose untiring efforts, perhaps, more 
than to any other, he owes his life, and 
wh< n he receiv ed the news of the gov ­ 
ernor - clemency he broke down com* 
plet'Ry . 
The condemnation of Gov er­ 
n or Altgeld, among the people of Free­ 
port, on the other hand, is bitter.

DUCKS DROWN AN EAGLE. 


Allego«! Kxplnit Attribute«! to C r o w P u c k a 


on t he Potomac. 
If a writer for The American Field is 
to be bclit vrd, the crow duck is a most 
ex traordinary bird on the Potomac riv­ 
er, cutting up such capers as to make I 
even a naturalist gasp. 
“ Four vt ar-. ago." he writes, “ while 
shooting ducks with Mr. Waller, I no­ 
ticed a flock of 3,000 or 4,000 crow j 
dncks. 
After half an hour I noticed an 
eagle going toward the flock. 
When he 
arrived at the proper distance, he made 
a dart, but the ducks, as if by magic, 
went under water like 
a flash and 
sent up a volume as if a big mine 
had been ex ploded 
This was done time 
aivi time again, and finally the volume 
of w ater thrown up was so great that 
the eagle was n« arly drowned 
Ail old 
ducker once told me that he once wit- 
nessed the same scene and that the eagle 
was drowned. 
This is a sight seldom 
seen, which may occur but once in a 
ducking life of 50 years. ’’ 
This crow duck is also known as the 
American c« H>t, mud hen, blue peter 
and Fú lica americana by various h unt­ 
ers and alongshore people. 
Up north 
these ducks may 1m* seen in creeks and 
marshy, rood grown rivers, but south in 
Florida they resort in enormous num ­ 
bers to the lakes where» bonnets or yel­ 
low lilies uhonnd, 
associating 
t h e r e 
w ith lesser scaup ducks. 
They are shy 
birds, Ix ung much ¡>erseoutod usually, 
but in localities when* shooting is pro­ 
hibited. near the Titusville (F la ) ra il­ 
road pier, for instance, they art' as tame 
as sparrows, understanding that there 
they are safe. 
The nearest anybody ever came to the 
drowning eagle story was Frank M 
Uhapman in his “ Birds of Eastern North 
America, ’’ when he savs: “ When alarm 
ed, they patter over tho water, using 
their feet as much as their wings. 
Tin 
sound produced isa characteristic one.” 
He does not say whether the water flics 
or not. but one could imagine that a 
crow duck just as it turned up to dive 
could give its scalloped webbed feet a 
kick up behind, like a vicious mule, and 
so saturating the eagle that it would be 
; drowned. 
Envies often catch living fish 
i out of the water, and, of course, g«*t 
more or I« --. \\« t in doing so, but per 
; haps the 
P otomac river eagles are of a 
j different s pr n s than those known L 
bird bocks.

Mr. Russ« 11, howev« *r, assures us that 
the eimimstano<*s forbid the ace« ptanc« 
of this view, because t In * motion of tin 
glacier depends mainly on tin* declivity 
down which it is descending, and that 
<io« ’S not alter. 
The piling up <*f snow 
could not in on« » year cans« * such 
marked increase in tin* rat« * of flow as 
would be necessary to account for th< 
enormous increase in tin* number of ice 
bergs which appear from time to time 
It is obvious that there must be a fore« 
sufficient to break off the icebergs whirl 
art* slowly forming on tin* shore and t( 
do it at irregular periods separated by 
many years, and in Mr. RushoII’h opin 
ion the true cause is found in tin* volca 
uo< s of tin* antarctic continent.
